The  present  section  of  the  Rare  Coin  Collection  of  William  Belcher, 
Esqr.,  of  New  London,  Conn.,  is  one  which  should  attract  the  attention  of 
collectors,  because  it  contains  not  only  a good  lot  of  Ancient  coins,  but  a 
splendid  line  of  some  25  0 European  crowns  and  double  crowns,  with  many 
of  rarity  and  interest.  Included  are  those  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  Elizabeth, 
Oettingen,  Ratisbon  See,  Brunswick,  Saxony,  Sicily,  Russia,  Spain,  the  Na- 
poleon family,  Donauwert,  The  Low  Countries,  Italy,  Gustavus  Adolphus, 
Christina  Charles  XI  and  XII,  and  many  smaller  sized  silver  coins,  particu- 
larly those  of  the  Rennaissance  period,  including  some  of  the  most  prized 
early  portrait  pieces  by  Leonardo  Da  Vinci  and  others.  A variety  of  medals 
in  both  silver  and  bronze  is  offered.  The  sale  has  quite  a number  of  choice 
foreign  gold  coins,  including  scarce  mediaeval  pieces,  with  a good  many  fine 
Byzantine  solidii.  The  silver  ancient  coins  include  a large  assortment  of 
Roman  family  and  imperial.
